LINCOLN NOTED JEW.

MONTREAL, Jan. 18—The Mon- 
trea] Star tonieht published the fol- 
lowing under date of Paris: 

Ignatius Trebich Lincoln, Hungart- 
an Jew, who waa once a British M.P., 
famed as an ‘internftiona epyl” acy 
cording to information from Budapest 
yeeteraay, heg “died” Iincom has 
Payed his role in Breland United 
States, Germany, HW :nmary, Avstria, 
and lately in Crechu-dlovakia. 

Lincoln wes charged with being 
one of the ohlef consp!ratora and the 
Press censor in the Kapp revolution 
in Berlin last March, and was after- 


wards associated with Colonel Bauer | 


in certain Russian and Hungarian 
circles working up an anti Bolshevik! 
movement. He is alleged to have 
turned traitor last summer and owas 
accused of selling documents and in- 
formation to the French on alieged 
monarchist plans in Genmany, Russia 
and Huftgary. eo 

For th's alleged betrayal of secrets, 
sentence of death was said to have 
been passed upon Lincoin by three 
differemt secret groups. 

A letter purporting to be from a 
mfember on one of these groups has 
been received in Berlin containing the 
information: 

“Triebich thas died.’ 

, Whether secret agents have found 
L‘ncoin and carried out the sentence 
or whether it is a scheme of Lincoln 
to throw pursuers off the track is not 
known. Lincoin is alleged to have 
confided to a woman sometime ago 
that in view of his many enemtes, 
he proposed to be found dead somGg 
day by getting possession of some 
corpse, disfiguring {t tb nd recog- 
nition, placing his papers In the Pock- 
ts and disappearing.
